At the Annual Delegates Meeting held on April 3rd, the new slate of officers for 
the 1960-61 ‘season was presented and unanimously approved by the members 
present. The newly elected officers will officially take over on Sept. Ist. We 
would like to officially introduce them to you——giving a brief accounting of their 
square dance activities.
